GOVERNMENT AFFAIRS
FY 20 State Department of Education Legislative Budget request — Approved

Carolyn Thompson, Chief of Government Affairs, presented Fiscal Year 2020
budget recommendation request for the State Department of Education of $3,353,676,003
that includes increases of $440.6 million to restore operational dollars to the state funding
formula; $58 million to create new School Councilor Corps to restore guidance counseling
and mental health support; $79 million Support for Students and Teachers (Public School
Activities Fun) to provide additional classroom dollars; and funding instructional
materials, flexible benefit allowance and administrative line item functions. Ms.
Thompson reviewed appropriation items, new line items, state statue obligations, funding
support, strategic plan goals, district allocations/spending, state and federal mandates, and
competitive grant pools.

Board members asked questions and discussed fiscal resources, teacher shortages,
funding levels, district accountabilities, legislative support, auditing options, shared
services and affects, and good news reports.

Board member Franks motioned to approve the FY20 budget recommendation
request. Board member Keating seconded the motion. The motion carried with the following
votes: Mr. Price, yes; Mr. Keating, yes; Mr. Flanagan, yes; Ms. Franks, yes; and
Superintendent Hofmeister, yes.
